Dixon can possibly have for the next 
several years. 
We may 
honestly 
differ in the manner o.f securing the 
means of better school work. At this 
•writing we do not care to take the 
apace or time to give our opinion as 
to the kind of school that will be 
best. 
We merely want to ask that 
we consider the whole problem that 
confronts the citizens of Dixon and 
not one small point alone. It is easy 
to say that this is the only thing 
when only oue phase of the problem 
is considered. 
, 
Our board wall give the citizens 
plenty of opportunity to 
indicate 
their desire eo soon as the insurance 
matters are adjusted. For the pres­ 
ent t h e y have another problem to set­ 
tle. 
W e want at this time to caution 
our friends lest in our ardor we over­ 
state ,? ome of our points. In W ed­ 
nesday’s 
article it was 
remarked 
that “ No matter what the city sys­ 
tem may be, it is out of the ques­ 
tion that the faculty of a high school 
can make any kind of a comparison 
>vith that of a township high school 
so far as quality or number is con­ 
cerned.’’ 
Before that is g enerally accepted, 
we should like to have the records 
of scholarly attainments of either 
of th<* schools mentioned 
compare 
with reference to their respective fac­ 
ulties or to the product in students 
graduated 
and 
later successes 
in 
business or universities, and the sim ­ 
ilar points of our own Dixon high 
school or those of our friends north 
of the river. 
1 anticipate that the 
result would not cause Dixon to hang 
its head. 
Our high school ranks 
with the best in thirteen states ,not 
excepting the township high of any 
town 
A.- to experience of teachers 
and their retention we hope to speak 
at some future time. 
Then we want to remind our pat­ 
rons that we have five grades not 
now in a school building outside of 
the high school. That we need room 
for manual training and domestic 
science and kindergarten, for an un­ 
graded school to take care of those 
who are compelled to drop out for 
a part of the year and cannot find 
place 
w i t h o u t a serious loss when 
they return; and that we have crip­ 
pled and defective children enough 
to permit, the board to provide for 
them a teacher. 
We have no room 
Furthermore, our township 
line 
passes east and west so that south 
of the second abutment to the bridge 
we are in township 21 and the North 
Side is in township 22. In which rase 
we shall have to deal with two town­ 
ships and not one. 
There are other 
problem.- to be considered later.

IT WAS SUICIDE 


MARKTE S BODY HAD LAIN IN A 
CORNFIELD ABOUT A 
MONTH. 


HE SHOT HIMSELF WITH A GUN 


Body Buried in Ashton— Authorities 
Are Looking for Relatives of 
the Dead Man. 


Ashton, Nov. 2 
Special 
The ver­ 
dict of the coroner’s jury which held 
an inquest over the remains of Chas. 
Markle, alias Smith, whose body was 
found in a cornfield near this place 
yesterday morning, was that death 
was caused by a gunshot, wound, self- 
inflicted. with suicidal intent. 
The body was found on the farm 
of Conrad Pfeiffer, for whom he had 
worked several weeks. 
His friends 
say that he was mentally unbalanc­ 
ed. 
In the first part of the month of 
October he attacked some of the wo­ 
men members of the family. Deputy 
Sheriff Weiner of Ashton and Dep­ 
uty Sheriff Harrison of Amboy, who 
was in Ashton that day, were called 
and when the man saw the officers 
coming he ran into tin cornfield. He 
carried a shotgun and when the body 
was found the gun was found near 
by, the butt of which was in his boot­ 
leg. The wound ranged upward 
to­ 
wards his body. To all appearances 
he had laid on the ground and shot, 
himself. 
Vermin had eaten the hair from 
his head and the entire body was 
badly decomposed. 
Markle was apparently thirty-five 
years of age and from the 
papers 
found on his person and in his trunk 
he had a sister residing in Prophets- 
town and a father in Bureau coun­ 
ty. 
He had newspapers published 
in cities all over the United States, 
showing that he had been quite 
a 
traveler. 
His remains w e r e buried late yes­ 
terday afternoon. Efforts are being 
made to locate some members of his 
family.
